Curor MEXICO, January a.— The 


old stamp law so unpopular oppres- 
sive to commerce has been abolished 
and a new law established: By it the 
stamp tax on all retail sales of mer- 
chandise* mortgages, bonds, contracts, 
etc.; is one-halt per cent.; on the im- 
port and duty of foreign wines and 
liquors, tea per cent, on the sales of 
native wines and liquors, four. . There 
is a special tax for tobacco.

cent. 
On articles destined for ex- 


portations are not liable to the stamp 
tax, nor retail sales of articles neces- 
sary for subsistence sold in public 
markets or by itinerent venders. Ke- 
tail dealers are to pay a tax for a year 
In advance on the estimate value of 
their sales. In case of a dispute be- 
tween the. merchant and the govern- 
ment the agent in each shall name ten 
men to decide its true state of sales.'

Times publishes to-day the result of a 
search among the old state records show- 
ing that Bobert Fulton was not the in- 
ventor of .the first steamboat, and that 
the first steamboat was launched on the 
Delaware river, this city, in 1781, twenty 
years before Fulton's steamer Clesrmont 
appeared on the Hudson. 
John Fitch 


was the inventor and ran the steamboat. 
The New Jersey legislature, on March 
2, 1786, received a petition presented by 
Fitch setting forth his invention and ask- 
ing a committee to investigate and grant 
him encouragement 
An act in ac- 


cordance with the petition was passed a 
few days later, twenty-two years before 
Fulton's boat was launched. Fitch then 
organized a company and constructed 
his steamboat, which made' four miles 
an hour. The legislature then gave him 
the sole right of steam navigation, and 
when Fitch died in Kentucky, in 1™8 
the New Jersey legislature assigned his 
rights to bis heirs.
